P ro b a b le P assage o f th e In te rs ta te C om ­ 
m erce B ill. 
W ash in g to n , December 14th.—Senator 
Stanford yesterday said that the interstate 
commerce bill would be reported to the 
Senate in a short time, and that it would 
pass beyond a doubt. This bill has been 
in a conference committee of both houses, 
and an agreement has been reached regard­ 
ing it. X's m ain feature is that no more 
shall be charged for a short haul over than 
for a long haul over the same road. 
“ If 
the bill passes, as it undoubtedly w ill,” 
said Senator Stanford, “ it will have a very 
disastrous effect on California, and on all 
points in the country where two rival 
roads enter a State. The bill provides that 
no more shall be charged for a short haul 
than for a long haul over the same line. 
The rates of long hauls are made by com­ 
petition. Short hauls comprise principally 
the local business. As the short hauls con­ 
stitute the bulk of the business done by 
railroads, the rates for that service will be 
the basis of computing the rates on long 
hauls. The element of competition will he 
removed on long hauls, for no road will 
venture to violate the law by m aking a less 
rate for the long than is charged for the 
short hauls. The result will be that the 
roads will sacrifice the long hauls for the 
short ones, and the rates on the former will 
go up higher than they have ever been be­ 
fore. That will be exceedingly disastrous 
to California. 
“ Our great staple of trade,” continued 
the Senator, “ I am satisfied will be fruit, 
and we m ust get it to the East so cheap 
that the great mass of the people there can 
buy it. 
The railroad rates m ust be low, 
very low, to do this. 
There will be little 
or no profit in the transit. 
If the rates for 
short hauls 
were 
fixed on the 
basis 
charged for the long hauls no railroad 
could m ake money. The inevitable result 
of the bill, although its framers did not so 
intend it, will be to put up the through 
rates very m uch higher than they are now. 
I am satisfied that the framers of the bill, 
and the people who are pushing it, do not 
understand what effect it will h av e; but it 
will be passed, and then the people will see 
the practical effect of it.”

W ho is th e W o rst A fflicted, tlie C ardinal, 
o r D ay itt? 
New Y o rk , December 15th—a. m.—The 
Irish World prints this m orning an inter­ 
view w ith Michael Davitt on the call to 
Rome of Rev. Dr. McGlynn, in which he 
saj-s: “ Dr. McGlynn should, both as a 
priest and social reformer, proceed to Rome 
in obedience to Cardinal Sim eoni’s sum ­ 
mons, and prove that as a m inister of the 
church he has taught no heresy, either in 
religion or in morals contrary to the doc­ 
trines of our faith, and that his views upon 
social problems ate not only consonant 
with the dictates of justice and truth, but 
are better calculated to win m illions of 
toiling masses into harmony w ith religion 
than to antagonize any appreciable num ber 
of right-thinking men. Cardinal Simeoni’s 
opinions are not to be taken as the verdict 
of Rome, by any means. 
The Cardinal is 
probably suffering yet from a bad attack of 
Land league nightm are which oppressed 
him three years ago, when he ran a tilt 
against our movement in Ireland, and was 
awakened with a rude shock which will 
cause him to hesitate before interfering 
again in Irish national politics. 
Last year 
I learned that Dr. McGlynn had been rep­ 
rim anded by Cardinal Simeoni as far back 
as 1882 for his outspoken utterances in this 
city in defense of the Land League. I 
am confident that if Dr. McGlynn goes to 
the E ternal City on this mission he will 
achieve a victory as complete as that which 
the Bishops of Cashel and Dublin have 
already scored there against English in­ 
trigue and m isrepresentation.” 


FOREIGN. 


L egislation In F ra n ce. 
P a ris , December 14th.—The Chamber of 
Deputies to-day. by a vote of 508 to 12, 
passed the provisional budget for two 
m onths asked for by the new Government. 
In the course of the debate on the budget 
M. Clemenceau contended that the majority 
favored a separation of Church and State. 
H e said the late Cabinet was overthrown 
because it bad remained stationery. The 
declarations of the new Ministry weie not 
satisfactory. The Cabinet would find it 
impossible to obtain a majority w ithout the 
co-operation of the extrem e Left, which 
section only asked for reforms which were 
demanded by the entire republican party, 
and the carrying out of which would bring 
about a union of ali republicans and ex­ 
tremists. 
[Applause.] 
M. Goblet, replying, eulogized M. De 
Freycinet, who he said was defeated on a 
side issue, and not by a vote of the repub­ 
lican m ajority. [Cheers.] 
The Chamber, by a vote of 339 to 211, re­ 
jected a motion to immediately begin de­ 
bate on the bill providing for surtax on 
cereals. 
W eary of A g itatio n . 
London, December 14th.—Five W elsh 
farmers, leaders in th e-an ti-tith e move­ 
ment, have been restrained for failing to 
pay tithes. 
Gladstone writes to the W elsh Liberation 
Association th at he regards their designs 
w ith interest, but at his age he m ust leave 
agitation to younger hands. 
A W illing P rin c e. 
V ien n a, December 14th.—Prince Ferdi­ 
nand, of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, after a long 
talk w ith Count Kalnoky, received the 
Bulgarian deputation to-day. The Prince 
told the deputation that he was willing to 
accept the Bulgarian throne if the Sobran je 
elected him and the Powers confirmed bis 
election. 
It is reported that negotiations 
on the subject have been opened at St. Pe­ 
tersburg, and that the deputation is aw ait­ 
ing the Czar's reply.

BURNING OF A RIVER STEAMBOAT 


AT NIGHT. 


M en, W ortlen a n d C h ild re n P e ris h 
in th e F la m e s , o r D ro w n — 
S a d S cenes.

M e m p h is, December 14th,—The elegant 
steam er J. M. W hite, running between 
Vicksburg and New Orleans, was burned to 
the water’s edge at 11 o’clock last night, 
while lying at the bank near Bayou Sara, 
and m any lives were lost, consisting largely 
of women and children. 
Nearly all the 
crew were saved. 
Among the passengers 
reported lost is the Superintendent of the 
Vidalia Railroad at Natchez, who, together 
with his wife and children, perished in the 
disaster. The books of the boat were lost. 
These meager details were received here 
over the wires of the Louisville, New 
Orleans and Texas Railway. 
The W hite was the finest steam er on the 
river. She was eu route to New Orleans 
and had a cargo of cotton on board, esti­ 
mated at not less than 2,000 bales. The 
surviving passengers and crew were con­ 
veyed to New Orleans this morning. 


A N O T nER ACCOUNT. 
New O rle a n s, December 14th. — T he 
steamer J. M. W hite, from Vicksburg, Miss., 
to New Orleans, was burned at 10 o’clock 
last night at Blue Store Landing, Point 
Coupee Parish, thirty miles above Baton 
Rouge. She had quite a num ber of pas­ 
sengers aboard, 2,100 bales of cotton and 
6,800 sacks of cotton seed. Several lives 
are reported lost, but Captain Jam es F. 
Muse, who was in eommand, telegraphs 
that only one life, that of the porter of the 
boat, is known to be lost. The boat and 
cargo were a total loss. The J. M. W hite 
was built in 1878, at a cost of $225,000. and 
was regarded by m any as the finest and 
fastest boat that was ever run on the Mis­ 
sissippi river. Tlie boat was owned by 
Captain John W. Tobin. She was valued 
at $100.000 and the cargo at $90,000. The 
insurance on the boat is $29,000. The 
cargo doubtless was fully covered. 


TH E C H IE F e n g i n e e r ' s STO RT. 
S t. Louis, December 14th.—A special 
from New Orleans, alluding to the burning 
of the steam er J. M. W hite, says: All the 
rescued people took the Mississippi Valley 
Railroad train for this citv, arriving at 
noon. M. McGreevy, Chief Engineer of 
the boat, gives this statem ent of the disas­ 
ter : 
“ A t about 10:10 o’clock last night, while 
landing at Dr. Terrete’s place, above Post­ 
office Landing at Point Coupee, at which 
place the boat was loading cotton seed, a 
fire broke out amidships, just aft and be­ 
tween the engines, on the top of some cot­ 
ton. Engineers Barry and Ganny, who 
were on watch, gave the alarm and the 
pumps were put at work, but without avail. 
The watchman gave the alarm by ringing 
the bell. Clerks Callahan and Beil at once 
aroused the people in the cabin. The fire 
spread rapidly, and in less than fifteen 
m inutes the boat had burned to the water's 
edge. There were four kegs of powder in 
the magazine, and the m oment the fire 
reached them the flames shot up about 100 
feet high. The sight was the most heart­ 
rending one ever witnessed by hum an 
beiugs. 


T H E SH R IE K IN G OF WOMEN AND CH ILD REN

W as awful. H e saw the Superintendent of 
the Vidalia Route Railroad standing out­ 
side the ladies’ cabin throwing his tw o 
little daughters into the water.

Brown, State Engineer, E. Denerv, a bar­ 
ber. Fred Grny, a porter, and J. Collins, a 
deck watchman. 
Denery said he would never forget the 
sight he beheld at St. Morri#' plantation, 
when the steam er was enveloped in flames. 
H e was sure one child had been rescued 
and brought into St. Morris’ plantation. 
To his knowledge, of the boat's employes 
there were two cabin boys, two cham ber­ 
maids, one fireman and one stevedore lost, 
besides Ed Janekson, Amos Moss, Louis 
W alker. Piney W alker and another colored 
woman named Lucy. “ 1 do believe,'’ con­ 
tinued Denery, ” that the boat burnt up in 
about fifteen minutes after the first alarm 
was given."

TUE SECOND DAY — INCREASED 
INTEREST. 


THE SECOND LESSON. 


Som e of the G reat C nriosities and 
N ovelties o f th e Splendid 
E xhibition. 


A broadly representative business man 
of the central and northern section, being 
addressed yesterday on the subject of 
*■ rolling on the ball ” now so well in mo­ 
tion for Central and northern California, 
until the boom shall be made a very mar­ 
vel; and being asked if he would “ help” 
by putting his shoulder to the wheel 
anew, replied: “Oh ! this thing will move 
itself now.” 
A graver mistake no man interested in 
Central and northern California could pos­ 
sibly make. While the remark of the 
business man may indicate his satisfaction 
with the Citrus Fair, and the splendid ad­ 
vertisement it is for the country, it does 
not indicate thoughtfulness upon the sub­ 
ject so much at heart. Without the aid of 
the press, we beg to ask any concerned 
what would be the extent of the influence 
of even the Citrus Fair ? The press will 
do, and has done, its full duty, but it must 
have the encouragement of all the people 
by their application of personal energy and 
means to the work in hand. 
The idea that “ this thing will move it­ 
self now ” is preposterous. We have only 
just begun, scarcely that. The great work 
is all before us. It is one thing to claim, 
another to prove, and still another to reap 
reward. AY e are in the first and second 
stages of the missionary work, hut only 
just over their thresholds. 
A\Te have 
claimed, but by no means spread abroad, 
the news of our claims, as we can do. We 
now prove, but we must make tiie triumph 
of that proof echo in the uttermost corners 
of the land. 
A letter is before us now, written to a 
prominent citizen of Sacramento by a 
southern California immigration agent, who 
incidentally tells what they have done in 
the south. Thus Los Angeles city and 
county in immigration work have spent 
$350,000. But they have received back 
$00,000,000, quadrupled the population of 
both city and county, vastly augmented 
the totals of the assessment roll, and con­ 
sequently greatly lessened taxation, while 
lands have gone up to fabulous prices, and 
business has never experienced such activ­ 
ity. This is a single example. 
Here is the Boston Herald saying that 
35.000 people are booked for winter excur­ 
sions from the East to southern California 
this winter. And we have advices that 
4.000 of the number have already arrived. 
Two thousand of these have come within 
the last week. 
“ Move itself?” On the contrary, the 
momentum the Citrus hair, the press, the 
Immigration -Associations and the railroad 
companies have given to the present move­ 
ment of immigration will stop as short as 
if it had encountered an immovable wall, 
if the idea takes hold of the men w-lio 
ought to be enterprising, that “ enough 
has been done.” For we have done noth­ 
ing comparatively. Compared to what we 
must do, we have not even begun. The 
reward is worth the struggle. But as ex­ 
cellence and gain come not without labor, 
let us have no more talk of things inani­ 
mate moving by their own volition. The 
“ thing ” will move, it ought to move, it 
does moves, but it must be kept moving 
and increasing in momentum by applied 
human force. 
YY’e have a magnificent country. This 
Central ami northern California section is 
broader, better, more productive, showered 
oftener and more generously by the bless­ 
ings of Heaven than any other sec­ 
tion in ail the State’s heritage. Fortu­ 
nately for Central and northern Califor­ 
nia, the mea who think enough lias been 
done are very few and wide apart. The 
mass of our people are enthused, but it is 
the enthusiasm of solemn conviction, earn­ 
est truth, unwavering faith in this immi­ 
gration work, and they do not propose to 
let go, or to look back. 


( ’ ENERAL C hipm as, in his speech at 
the Citrus I air last night, advanced a 
proposition that has been more than once 
debated here, and always with affirmative 
verdicts, to wit :1 That we send to Los An­ 
geles a sample of all the exhibits of the 
Central California Citrus Fair, to show the 
thousands of Eastern excursionists gath­ 
ered there what they miss by not visiting 
a section capable of such production, 
without irrigation, as this fair typifies. Bet­ 
ter still, it is in thought, and has the 
hacking of the sentiment of the people, to 
hold the next Citrus Fair of Central Cali­ 
fornia in Los Angeles.

The Citrus Fair in its second day grew in 
importance and interest. A large number 
of new exhibits were received. As late as 
9 o'clock last night a wagon-load of fruits 
came to band by express. The attendance 
was good all day. Last evening a table was 
placed in the center of the hall, and Joseph 
Steffens, President of the Board of Trade, 
in behalf of the Citrus Fair Directory, 
called to order and introduced 
HON. M. M. ESTEE, 
Of Napa, to make the opening address. Mr. 
Estee said he had learned never to talk 
against a brass band, asteam whistle, or his 
own wife. He was now going to add, or a 
citrus fair. He then explained that it 
would be too much to attempt to hold the 
people standing in the aisles of a beautiful 
fair to listen to a speech three-quarters of 
an hour long. He hail prepared his address; 
he believed he had something to say, but he 
would trust to the press to print it and thus 
secure a wider hearing for it. He spoke 
some ten minutes, reviewing briefly 
some parts ot his address and touching 
upon the need of greater moral stamina in 
the communities of men. The address 
below will repay careful perusal, for it is a 
thoughtful paper, lull of interesting facts, 
and the results of experience in fruit, nut 
and grape culture, and of long observation 
regarding soils, capacity, climatic influ­ 
ences, etc. 
[The following is the paper to which Mr. 
Estee referred, and which is given by desire 
of the Board of Directors, and in accord­ 
ance with our own judgment of its high 
value.] 
Jfr. Chairman, Lattice and Uentlemcn: No 
stranger who visits California once but is anxi­ 
ous to return again. This is due to the salubrity 
ol our climate; the variety and abundance of 
our agricultural and horticultural resources, and 
the marvelous beautv of our scenery. This 
country is peculiarly the home of the man who 
toils for liis bread, and these are the people we 
want to come here. tVe need no boom that will 
bring millionaires; they are made here and need 
not be imported. This" fair was not gotten up 
for the purpose of creating a boom for Central 
and northern California. We have not marked 
out any line that separates the southern part of 
the State from either tne central or the north­ 
ern. We claim an honest pride iu all of it. But 
we have come here, my friends, to educate our­ 
selves about ourselves, and to show what, in 
each locali y, we can best prcduce. Hitherto 
we have been strangers to the resources of our 
own country. We may know in a general way 
the topography of our State, and its sub-divi­ 
sions—physical and political—but until recently 
we have hardly been aware of the capabilities 
of even the ndjoining counties to those where 
we live. We, therefore, come to exchange 
ideas, and to show our products, and to sec what 
each of us has done in the past, and to learn 
what our possibilities are in the future. And we 
embrace this opportunity to make a proffer to 
the world of our citrus products, and to show, 
also, the raisins and nuts we produce, and the 
wines and brandies we make. There can be no 
deception in over one thousand separate exhi­ 
bits of oranges and lemons coming from twenty- 
two counties, representing an area of forty- 
seven thousand square miles—an area larger 
than the great State of New York. 
SHOW FAITH BY WORKS. 
The people of Los Angeles first learned their 
own resources, then they found it easy to make 
others believe in them. Indeed, southern Cali­ 
fornia had no boom until that lovely country 
deserved it, and now the world knows that 
country by heart. It has promised much, but 
southern California has done all it promised. 
Look at the carloads of oranges and lemons 
raised there and sent away to m arket; the wines 
and brandies that every month are sent to the 
East and to Europe for sale; the raisins, in al­ 
most unlimited quantities, that it makes, and 
u will learn the secret of the success of 
southern California. There is a solid reality iu 
this; it is not a fancy sketch : it is the cold argu­ 
ment of undisputed facts. Nor is it an unmer­ 
ited boom, either, that has built up such local­ 
ities as Newcastle, in l’lacer county ; as Vaca 
valley, In Solano county ; os Napa valley, iu 
Napa county ; as Oroville, in Butte county ; as 
Los Catos, in Santa Clara county; and other 
localities I might mention, l-ook at Newcastle 
to-day. It is a garden. Eight or ten yenrs ago 
it was mostly covered witli brush and trees. 
The people of Newcastle first learned by their 
own experince what the resources of that won­ 
derful locality were. Others came and invested 
there by the purchase of small places, planted 
orchards and vineyards, and the result has been 
that the hills around Newcastle present an un­ 
broken network of orchard and vineyard, as 
enchanting as the Oriental scenes of dream­ 
land.

If he setk a suit­ 
able 8;ot to make heavy wines like sherry, port, 
burgundy, and tome of the highest typeof white 
wine», as well as brandies, the southern coun­ 
ties of this State, Fresno iu Central California, 
Eome of the interior valley counties, and the 
foothills are favored localities for this class of 
production. But if, on the ether band, one is 
looking fora place where light, rich and deli­ 
cious table wines can be successfully made, then 
Napa, Sonoma, Alameda, Contra Costa, Santa 
Clara and Santa Cruz are. in m^judgment, the 
very best for the succetsiul production of this 
class ol wine. These countns lie neater the 
sea. The extremes of heat and cold there are 
not great, and the temperature never rises as it 
docs further in the interior. The gra]>e there 
ripens slowly, and thus distills its high charac­ 
ter from the soil. Hence, there is not as much 
sugar in the grape as in other localities, but 
more character and delicacy of flavor. In time, 
there will be produced, and indeed they do now 
make, a light table 
WINE OF UNSURPASSED DELICACY, 
And rich in those unnamed essences which give 
wine character. Y'et these counties hold no 
monopoly for wine and brandy production, for, 
as I have said before, the sister counties of the 
interior and of the south produce tine wine us 
though of a different type. The fact that nearly 
all the different wines, as well as the different 
varieties of fruits, can be produced in different 
localities of this State, make it conspicuouslv 
the most favored spot on the earth. In a word, 
California, in one respect, is like France. No 
one in France thinks of making fine clarets out­ 
side of that region around Bordeaux, along the 
Gironde, and in the Medoe, where for centuries 
the best and finest light clarets of the world 
have been produced. Tlie best champagne is 
made in that little territory known as the 
Champagne District, and composed of less than 
forty-seven thousand acres of land of our mens- 
urement, and in which district there are over 
seventeen thousand lana owners, and where 
there is more actual wealth invested in grape 
culture than iu any other like extent of territory 
in the world. The best brandy produced is also 
made in France, but in a very comparatively 
small par* of it, where, owing to the peculiari­ 
ties of climate and soil, the best experience of 
lie past has shown that it was most emincatly 
fittcd to produce the highest type of grape 
brandy. The tine Riesling wines which the 
world knows of come from that little region 
along tiie river ilhine. No other place has ever 
equated it for producing that character of wioe, 
and possibly none ever will unless it be Cali­ 
fornia. 
RAISIN CULTURE. 
In raisin culture let me say hero, we do not 
claim that the coast counties of this State can 
produce good raisins. As a rule there it re­ 
quires from four to f;vv pounds of green grapes 
to make one pound ot raisins, while at Nan 
Bernardino, Los Angeles, and the interior por­ 
tion of Sun Diego, Fresno. Yolo. Solano, Placer, 
and some other counties w here raisins have 
been made in the interior, it only requires 
three pounds of green grapes to make one 
pound of raisins, and these arc infinitely supe­ 
rior to auy we. can make near the sea. It will 
thus appear there is uo part of this great State 
that has not a specialty in the way of fruit and 
wine production, and it would be more than 
folly lor the valley to claim superiority over the 
foothills, or for the foothills to claim advantage 
over the coast counties aud valleys, for each 
form a necessary part in the varied productive 
capacity of this wonderfni State. 
FAVORED LOCALITIES. 
Let me call your attention to Vaca valler, 
which lies less than forty miles from where vie 
are standing to-night, where fruits are ripened 
and sent to the market at least two weeks earlier 
than the same fruit raised in either Sacramento 
or Napa counties, or indeed elsewhere in the 
State. At Newcastle. Marysville and Oroviile 
oranges and lemons ripen six weeks earlier than 
they do at Riverside, Pomona,.Pasadena or anv 
other portion of the son hem counties. Why 
this is so no one can tell, unless it be for the rea­ 
son that in the central and northern parts of the 
State the days are longer in summer and the 
nights shorter, aud the fruit advances to per­ 
fection more rapidly in midsummer by reason of 
these warm nights than it does in the more 
southern portion of the State, where the orange 
aud lemon are produced nearer the sea, and 
where there is more of sea moisture. But I do 
not awnme by this that the central and northern 
por.ious of the State are better adapted for 
orange and lemon cuitare than the south. What 
I do say is, that many portions of Central Cali­ 
fornia are as well adapted for the growth of 
citm s fiuits as any oiher part cf the world. In­ 
deed, both Central and southern California pro­ 
duce a splendid orange, and 1 am not able to 
say which produces the best. Thus far the 
south has held a monopoly of this class of pro­ 
ducts. and wc have been prond of its success, 
now we are m the field of competition, not to 
destrnv. but to build up. Wc have been slow to 
make Ibe advance, bat, once started, nothing 
shall stop us. 
OCR ECJUAELE CLIMATE. 
Wc are here to-night, as I have said before, 
only to show what we can do, and to try and do 
that well, and, if possible, a little better than 
ethers have done before us. Indeed, this is a 


mutual strife for suec.es*. We possess, it is true, 
Somr advantages over southern California, and 
southern California may possess some over us. 
For instance, the amount of rainfall in Central 
and northern California is much greater than 
iu the south. According to the best reports we 
have had at hand. Red Bluff, in the Sacramento 
valley, lias an average rainfall of 28 inches a 
year, Sacramento 22 inches, San Francisco 24 
inches, CalistogB, in Napa county, 40 inches, 
Los Angeles 14 inches and San Diego 9 inches 
I might here say that in any country where 
there is 20 inches of rainfall, irrigation is unne­ 
cessary for ordinary fruits. At the city of Paris, 
in France, the annual rainfall is 22 inches, at 
Marseilles 23 inches, at Bordeaux 34 inches. Ihe 
average temperature of Pensacola, Florida, in 
winter, is 54°, although frequently the tempera­ 
ture falls far below any known in California. 
For instance, last year the St. Johns river was 
frozen over, and a large portion ol the orango 
and lemon trees of that State were seriously in­ 
jured or destroyed. At Benicia, in California, 
the average temperatuie in winter Is 49° Fah­ 
renheit; at San I rancisco 50°, at San Diego 51°, 
Los Angeles 10-. Thus it will be observed that 
our climate, north and south, is indeed more 
equable than the climate of uny other portion 
of North America: for in summer, and especially 
in our summer nights, the temperature is not 
nearly as high as it is either in Florida or any 
of the other Southern or Eastern States, while 
the days may be warm, yet owing to the dryness 
of the atmosphere the heat is never oppressive. 
THE ORANGE AND ITS CULTURE. 
The orange only grows iu the most favored 
localities of climate and soil. It is a native oí 
India, and from the earliest times grew wild 
along the southern slopes of the Himalaya 
mountain range north of Calcutta, in that vast 
region watered by the tributaries of the Gauges. 
When America was discovered there were no 
oranges on the western continent. The orange 
tree possesses wonderful vitality. Dr. Neish 
said, in a lecture delivered in 1SS4 in Kingston, 
Jamaica, that it was almost impossible to tell 
how long an orange tree will survive under 
favorable circumstances, aud illustrated his 
statement by saying thut there was one orange 
tree at the Convent of Santa Sabina, Rome, 081 
years old. It is known that the orange groves 
planted by the Moors at Cordova, in Spain, still 
llourish and bear abundantly, and that at the 
Moorish palace of Alcazua there is un orange 
tree 000 years old. The orange requires sun­ 
shine. The trees should be planted widely 
apart. The limbs of one tree should never in­ 
terlace or meet the limbs of another tree, llcat 
and water are both necessary to the full devel­ 
opment of the orange. This tree will flourish 
in almost any friable soil, but all laud should 
be enriched for the orange, and wood ashes, 
sandy loam and old manure is the best for that 
purpose. 
In Europe the orange grows well as far north 
as the forty-second degree of north latitude. 
None ot the orange producing naris of Califor­ 
nia reach beyond that. As to temperature, 
the oraugc flourishes best where the medium 
temperature is about forty in winter and eighty 
degrees Fahrenheit in the summer. No place 
in California is that cold in winter. The seed­ 
ling orange stands the cold better than grafts, 
and lives much longer and bears better. Grafted 
trees bear earlier, but tliev are short lived, and 
rtirely produce abundantly more than liitccu to 
twenty years. 
OLIVE CULTURE. 
The olive fills a most conspicuous place in the 
fruit culture of California. Santa Barbara 
county is at present fur iu the lead in olive cult­ 
ure. Let me here say, that the three counties 
of San Luis Obispo, Ventura and Santa Barbara 
are eminently suited to the olive. The olive is 
a profitable tree in California. Italy is one of 
the great olive-producing countries. The terri­ 
torial extent of Italy is about 114,000 square 
miles; California has 156,591 square miles. Italy 
is situated between the thirty-eighth and fortv- 
sixth degree of north latitude, and has a popu­ 
lation of 28,000,000. In 1878, 2,224,000 acres of 
land in Italy were used iu the cultivation of the 
olive alone, which produced in oil about 90,000,­ 
000 of gallons, bcsiaes pickles and other uses to 
which the olive was applied. The whole olive 
crop of Italy brings in an annual income of 
about $40.000,000. California is the home of the 
olive. The possibilities of olive culture in this 
State are simply boundless. The olive tree will 
stand great drought, will grow «m ots rocks, 
and often, on poor land, will flourish on fifteen 
inches of rainfall a year. It prospers alone 
fences and on avenues, and in uncultivated 
places in Central and northern California it re­ 
quires no irrigation. It bears but one good 
crop in two years; is a beautiful evergreen ; can 
be propagated from cuttings; lives to a great 
age, and increases in product until it is twenty 
to thirty years old. its true home is near the 
sea coast. 
ALMOND-G ROWING. 
The almoml grows well and produces well in 
California. This is a semi tropical nut, and is a 
native of Barbary, Africa. It stands drought 
well, and prospers best in friable land. A large 
part of California, north and south, is especially 
adapted to the almond. It willstand frost down 
to ten or fifteen degrees above zero. Fahr., will 
grow without irrigation in all of the north and 
central portions of the State, and in most of the 
south. 
But the capabilities of California to produce 
all these things is not enough;.nor is it enough 
to produce them in great abundance. We must 
have a jKipulation to do this. We cannot have 
that population unless we offer inducements for 
them to come here. When people eome here to 
make a home with us, they must have an oppor­ 
tunity to buy one at reasonable figures, and, if 
need be, to buy a few acres of land onlv. In 
my judgment, iliat man is infinitely more useful 
to this State who can teach people here how to 
make money from small farms, than he who has 
ample means when he comes here to buy a large 
one. The mistake in Central and northern 
California has been that much of the good land 
was held in vast tracts by a few wealthy people 
who would not sell in small pieces at lair fig­ 
ures. This was a mistake. Happily this is 
changing: fruit farms can now he obtained at 
fair prices in the most favored localities. The 
best proof of this mistake will be readily ob­ 
served in the present condition of 
Ol'R FOOTHILL COUNTRY. 
However rugged and forbidding these foot­ 
hills once seemed to us, they are now being set­ 
tled up rapidly by an industrious and intelligent 
people, even though the land has to be cleared 
of timber and grubbed cut before it can be cul­ 
tivated. Take Calaveras, Amador, El Dorado. 
I’lacer, Butte, Yuba, Shasta, and even pan of 
Nevada county, forming a large portion of the 
foothill country in Central arid northern Cali­ 
fornia, agriculture and horticulture have, iu the 
past few yiars, advanced amazingly. I am in­ 
formed by reliable authority that at least one- 
half of the foothill lands, which were once 
deemed next to worthless, have either been 
taken up. fenced or cultivated within the lari 
five or six years. The other half is still unoccu­ 
pied. Compare Newcastle and Auburn, Napa 
valley and Sonoma and Vaca valley to some of 
the other localities where lands were and still 
are held in large tracts only, and the compari­ 
son is immeasurably iu favor of the localities 
where small farms exist and where the people 
commenced poor. 
In Placer county there were no Mexican 
grants. The land was public land. Poor people 
commenced to settle there because thty could 
get a home there, and for a reasonable price. 
In Yaci valley, which to day is one of the most 
delightful fruit-growing portions of the .State, 
land was cut tip and sold in small lots, and 
though it is a favorable locality for fruit, yet but 
for the small farms it iscertaiu this never would 
have been known. In Nnpa vallev, where 
nearly one-third of the wine of this State is 
made, and where there are 139 wine-cellars, be­ 
sides many orchards, the land was early divided 
up in small tracts and sold to small purchasers. 
Around Los Gatos, in Santa Clara county, and 
in some portions ol Santa Cruz, the Eame thing 
is most notably observed. So it is, also, to a very 
large extent in old Sonoma valley. Indeed, you 
may go away up uorth aud note' the improve­ 
ments iu Shasta county, remote as it is ij-om a 
market, nearly all wood*, which has to be 
cleared for cultivation, the clearing of which 
requires a vnri deal of labor; and vet no north­ 
ern county is increasing in population more 
rapidly. Most of the land there wa 
laud.

CONCLUDING THOUGHTS. 
But, my friends, there is still another evil in 
California which we are alone to blame for, and 
which we must remedy if we would encourage 
an enlightened and Christian immigration to our 
State. And to remedy this we must talk about 
it. and if need be denounce it. If we would 
make this State attractive to the best cla*s of 
immigration, we mustpuni-h crime; make every 
man who commits murder feel sure that the 
gaUows stares him in the face; that he cannot 
any longer fool the jury that is to try him, or 
befog the Court before whom his trial is had, 
anti that maudlin sentimentality which forget* 
the innocent dead end believes only the story 
of the criminal who is alive, shall no longer 
prevail in this State; but rather that the peace 
and security of society, as well as the fair fame 
of our State, shall be upheld by the certain 
punishment of criminals, and if need be to the 
fullest extent of the law. 
In a land where nature has been so unsparing 
in her generous gilt», man should not mar or 
deface the beautiful prize. Where all inanimate 
things are so near perfection, man alone should 
not be imperfect. The great mountains which 
sit in majestic solitude behind us, the ocean 
that Pes in measureless distance be.ore us, the 
sunny sky that arches above our heads, and the 
cxhauslless treasures of the earth beneath our 
feet, should inspire us to the noblest and purest 
ambition that can animate the human heart. 
We have reached the boundary line. Let this, 
the stopping place on the wes ward march of 
empire, be made as illustrious by mttu'sachicve- 
meut as it is marvelous in the greatness and iu 
the abundance of God’s bounty. 
GENERAL N. P. CHIPMAS 
\Yas then called for and made an im ­ 
promptu, stirring address, full of vigor and 
good suggestion. He believed in goiD g to 
Los Angeles with part of the exhibit, and 
showing to the Eastern people there the 
proof of our claims.

The San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Trade will come up accom- 
pani d by many citizens of the metropolis. 
P. E. Platt, John McNeill, A. S> Hopkins, 
Jas.

Lewis will go to Davisville. to meet and 
welcome them. They will be received at 
the depot on the arrival of the morning 
train from below.

Yuba is a foothill, valley and mountain 
county, between the Yuba and Feather 
rivers. It is due north of Sacramento 48 
miles. It is a high temperature county 
throughout. healtUtul, fertile and bound­ 
lessly fruitful. The soil is mostly fine al­ 
luvial loam. There is little land in the 
county that is not highly susceptible of 
raising good fruit. Good fruit land can be 
had there now as low as $25 per acre. 
Yuba has two double tables and two wail 
tables. Her exhibits are chiefly oranges 
and lemons. 
Mrs. M. Karr, who took first premium 
last year, shows 43 boxes of oranges and 
lemons. She has in Marysville 116 bearing 
orange and 26 bearing lemon trees, and 
many young trees. She claims the South­ 
ern Pacitic prize this year. Her oranges 
are chiefly seedlings. They are large, full, 
firm, and are a deep, rich, golden tint, sig­ 
nifying 
MARKETABLE RIPENESS. 
Frank Kirsbner, P. L. Hutchinson. J. M. 
C. Jasper, W. P. Cult and J. F. Baun, of 
Wheatland, on the Bear river alluvial and 
deep soil, show oranges and one magnifi­ 
cent top of an 8-year-old orange tree—a re­ 
markably fine ami lieavily-loaded example. 
T. J. Sherwood, Marysville, shows 10 
boxes seedlings, 2 of Mediterranean Sweets 
and 2 of bunded oranges, 2 boxes Sicily 
lemons and 1 of citron (genuine), and very 
fine. The oranges are deep color, and su­ 
perior as to pulp, skin and size. 
Thomas Farrell, H. M. Harris, and J. B. 
Fuller, Marysville, show line seedlings of 
similar quality. C. F. Lucas shows a box 
of Los Angeles, budded; the trees were 
bought at four years old twelve years ago, 
aud the fruit has gradually grown smaller, 
until now they are mere little knobs, indi­ 
cating that the southern fruit in our soil 
may “ run out.” W illiam Coghlan, Marys­ 
ville, shows Baldwin red oranges, Japanese 
persimmons, lemons, olives, citron, tobacco 
and cotton. 
He has 2,500 growing citrus 
trees, from 1 to 12 years of age. His ex­ 
hibit is a splendid one. W . G. Murphy, 
Marysville, shows lemons and oranges, 
showiDg the orange of ’85 and '80, picked 
from the same tree; a queer comparison 
they are. J. B. McDonald, Marysville, has 
two varieties of persimmons and a fine lot 
of oranges and lemons.

McGanney, enormous oranges from young 
trees, thick-skinned, but they grow better 
with age; James O'Brien, oranges, peculiar 
puníalos arid persimmons; ThomasConlin, 
oranges. Smartsville’s elevation is 600feet, 
soil gravelly gray loam. D. E. Knight, of 
Marysville, shows samples of grape brandy 
from pure wine, from land three miles from 
Lincoln, Tlacer county. It was bonded in 
1881. Connoisseurs pronounce it first-class 
Mrs. Descalzo, Marysville, shows a box of 
Mandarin oranges. This orange is more 
ornamental than useful. 
SUTTER COUNTY 
Is mainly a grain-growing county. Little 
attention, except by the Briggs’, has been 
given to fruit. The county is all valley, 
excepta small part Buttes. The soil ¡3 all 
rich alluvial. Little land is to be bad, it 
nearly al! being taken up and held from 
$75 an acre and upward. Sutter shows 
from Briggs’ ranch four varieties of dried 
prunes, one of peaches and one of apricots. 
J. L. Duncan, Yuba City, shows oraDges; 
J. S. Phipps, oranges and English walnuts; 
J. S. Iiogeboom, oranges; W. H. Lee, 
oranges; A. B. Vandisdale, navel oranges 
and seedlings; Mrs. Jane Copeland 
oranges; Chas. YVeeman, oranges ; Dr. J.

SACRAMENTO. 
Sacramento county lies along the Sacra­ 
mento and American rivers, is toi>ograp)ti- 
cally and commercially in the center of the 
State. Its lands are rich bottom, plains, 
valley, red (with some hard pan) foothill 
gravelly loam and some tule waste. Its 
products run the whole gamut of 
fiuits and cereals. Its hop lands are un 
surpassed in the world. It3 berries and 
fruits are notably prominent in the 
markets, and its citrus growths are as fine 
as any in the State. Its lands are well 
settled, but with division of some large 
tracts there is room for many immigrants 
The temperature is warm, but not oppress­ 
ive. The air is dry and pure. Its climatic 
advantages are its most prominent features. 
Sacramento shows exhibits on three 
double tables. Oranges, lemons, pome­ 
granates and olives are shown by Isaac 
Lee, Florin ; also liquorice root by the 
same, and as eood as can be grown any­ 
where. He exhibits also persimmons, 
dried figs, almonds and American walnuts, 
and a splendid branch of lemon tree 
loaded with fruit; pickled olives and 
olives on the branch. His oranges are 
full, thin-skinned, mainly deep color 
and

large. 
His 
exhibit 
is in all respects a very fine one.

ties, St. Michaels, Mediterranean sweets, 
seedlings, etc. Baroey Parish, Cacheville, 
show* ptcin nuts, a fine lot. Geo. Worth, 
Winters, a splendid lot of seedling oranges. 
J. B. Herget, Washington, very fine pome­ 
granates. G. G. Bray. Bla ks, oranges 
Some very fine apples and pears are shown, 
but without the Dame of the exhibitors. 
The raisin exhibit is the largest of all of 
Yolo’s display. 
The claim for the 
soil of Yolo is that it is peculiarly 
well adapted to raisin cult ire. 
The 
climate is admirable for growing and 
drying. 11 is a dry atmosphere, clear, warm 
and equable. E. H . Gould, Davisville, 
shows line examples of Muscatel raisins, 
raiscti on what was once the Briggs prop 
ertv. Mr, Gould is a very large grower 
and shipper. Jackson Bros., of Woodland, 
show twenty boxes of varieties of fine 
raisins and several styles of packing. The 
chief varieties are seedless Sultanas and 
Muscatels. Tiie Sultanas are all dipped 
and evaporated. A box of one foreign ar­ 
ticle is put on exhibit beside the Jacksons’ 
goods to show the superiority of the latter. 
Part of the exhibit is of Muscatel packs, 
faced by band. They show also four- 
pound boxes, “cartooned ;” very handsome 
styles. 
A box of Muscatels is shown 
packed Spanish style, loose, with stems 
showing. One box’ is “ Royal Clusters,’ 
that is, laid in in bunches, with oiled paper 
between. A box is shown al.sw called 
“ Valencia Evaporated." These are dipped 
and given a different color. Sotne of the 
Jackson exhibit is machine-dried, hut in 
the main sun-dried. The firm is largely 
engaged in the business, this year having 
sold to one firm of shippers 150 tons of rai­ 
sins. The firm shows also three boxes of 
sun-dried figs—very fine. The Jackson 
Bros.’ exhibit is certainly representative of 
one of the most promising of all California 
industries. rrm mmmmmmmm — .... 
Yolo County Agricultural A ssociation. 
At a recent meeting at Woodland of the 
Executive Committee appointed at a meet­ 
ing of citizens to take into consideration 
the feasibility of organizing a Yolo County 
Agricultural Association, resolutions were 
recommended and adopted to tire effect: 
“ That we term a joint stock company 
or corporation, tobe known as the ' Yolo 
Agricultural Society,’ ami that we issue 
stock to the amount of $50,000 in shares of 
$10 each. That a committee of three from 
each Supervisor District be appointed to 
solicit subscriptions to the capital stock. 
That, ibe grounds for a track, etc., be se­ 
cured in tbe vicinity of Woodland. That 
an agricultural fair be held in Yolo county 
in 1887, and every year thereafter. On 
motion, it was ordered that A. I). Porter 
ami Jason Watkins be a committee to draft 
sttilable papers f->r subscription. It was 
also recommended that in drawing up the 
papers for the incorporation end subscrip­ 
tion for stock, that it be stated that thesnra 
of $25,000 must be subscribed or the cor- 
¡toration will be void.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T he C om m utation o f “ R ebel Cieorge.’* 
A correspondent of the Kecobd-Ukion 
writes as follows concerning the com m uta­ 
tion of the term of im prisonm ent of Robert 
Rae, sentenced from Sacramento county to 
serve a term o fte n years’ im prisonm ent 
for grand larceny. The comm unication 
was called forth by an editorial in a San 
Francisco paper of yesterday, criticising 
the Governor's action, and erroneously 
stating that Rae's victim became insane 
from the loss of his money, and is now an 
inm ate of an insane asylum : 
“ The facts accompanying the com m uta­ 
tion of Robert Rue present a justification 
for ke action of the Prison Directors in 
recommending, and 
the 
Executive in 
granting, the commutation. The question 
of the distinction between the offense of 
obtaining money or property by false pi e- 
tenses (which is a misdemeanor), and grand 
larceny, was clearly outlined in this case 
for the first tim e in this State. The circum ­ 
stances of this case are familiar to the pub­ 
lic. The prisoner received $160 from one 
John Hallett, a resident of H alifax, New 
Brunswick, giving a 
pretended 
United 
States bond as security. There was no 
felonious taking in the usual sense, because 
H allett parted with his money voluntarily, 
and upon a supposed security. The then 
City Attorney, who prosecuted the case to a 
final judgm ent in the Supreme Court, took 
the ground that this was larceny by trick 
and fraud, and th at no elem ent ot a con­ 
tract existed, because of the previous in tent 
to appropriate the m oney thus secured. A 
large num ber of State Supreme Courts have 
held that this was not larceny, but obtain­ 
ing money by falsa pretenses. 
In this case, 
however, the Suprem e Court of this State 
was divided, and four of the seven Judges 
ta bare majority) held that the crime was 
larceny. The penalty in obtaining money 
by false pretenses is im prisonm ent not to 
exceed one y ear; in grand larceny not to 
exceed ten years. N otw ithstanding this 
close distinction, the penalty indicted on 
Ilae was the extreme of ten years, which, 
under the circumstances, was claimed 
to be excessive and 
unjust—for 
had 
one of the Judges held differently, the 
extrem e could only have been one year. 
The case of “ Rebel G eorge” is a noted 
one. H e was twice tried in the Superior 
Court, the first jury failing to agree. On 
the second trial a verdict of guilty was ob­ 
tained. 
Previous to the last trial, John 
H allett, the one who lost the money, was 
reim bursed by friends of the defendant, 
and had started on his homeward trip, 
w hen he was apprehended, brought back, 
and confined in prison as a witness until 
the second trial. As soon as the trial was 
ended he went on his way to his home in 
H alifax, where he now resides, or, at least 
at last notice resided. W hile there was no 
offer of justification for the act of Rae in 
obtaining the $160 from his victim, there 
was such a diversity of opinion as to the 
nature of the offense, and the fact that our 
learned Judges themselves could not agree, 
that 
the "wife of 
the 
prisoner 
was 
prom pted by that noble devotion which 
characterizes a true wife, to seek comm uta­ 
tion ot the sentence. To this end her pe­ 
tition contained the names of the General 
and Division Superintendents of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company (the prosecu­ 
tion having been greatly assisted by the 
railroad officers, on account of the crime 
being perpetrated on the ears of the com­ 
pany), every juror who tried the case, the 
attorney who conducted the prosecution 
from the first to the last, all the leading 
m erchants and citizens, and officers of the 
city, as well as the Superior Judge and Dis­ 
trict Attorney. 
The prisoner suffered a 
three-year term for the offense, which was 
deemed adequate punishm ent. W ith such 
a noble, self-sacrificing wife, it is difficult 
to see why the pardoned man will not be 
prom pted to lead an exemplary life lor her 
sake. This he has promised to do.” 


P r iso n D ir e c to r s . 
The December meeting of the Prison Di­ 
rectors was of more than usual interest, as 
proposals had been invited to supply m ate­ 
rials for the iron roof to be constructed over 
the ceil building, and the iron firms liad 
been busy for the previous two weeks in 
m aking inspections of the plans, and figur­ 
ing on the probable bids of their rivals in 
business. 
All the members of the Board were pres­ 
ent at the Folsom Prison on Monday even­ 
ing, except the Chairm an, John Boggs, 
who is confined to his home by illness. 
Colonel Sonntag was chosen temporary 
Chairm an. Present—Directors W. C. H en­ 
dricks, J. H . W ilkins and R. T. Devlin. 
Several iron houses were represented by 
m em bers of the firm, and other houses 
were represented by sealed proposals. 
It 
was decided to postpone the opening of the 
bids until the next m eetingof the Board. 
General Chipman presented a plea for 
comm utation of the sentence of Thomas 
W estlake; J. W. Merrick appeared for J. I. 
Kerriek, and Joseph C. Garner appeared 
for Trinidad German. 
The cases were 
considered in executive session. 
After transacting the usual routine busi­ 
ness the Board adjourned until December 
29th, at 8 p. M.. to open the bids for roofing 
m aterials. In the m eantim e the pardon 
application meeting will be held at San 
Q uentin on December 17th.

“ Judge Sawyer yes­ 
terday dismissed the celebrated Moquel- 
um nes land cases. 
These actions were 
commenced several years ago by the set­ 
tlers on the land to declare void the title of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, on 
the ground that at the tim e the Govern­ 
m ent granted the lands they were not in 
Federal possession. Judge Sawyer thought 
differently. 
Most of the land in question 
lias passed by transfer to private parties, 
and the railroad owns but little at present.” 
As a m atter of fact, the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company never owned the land re­ 
ferred to, except for a short time, and until 
it could be transferred to Mr. McLaughlin 
after the consolidation of railroad interests 
authorized by Act of Congress. 
McLaugh­ 
lin at one time offered to sell to the com­ 
pany, hut the latter declined to buy. 


A n Old Sw am ]»'Land Cano. 
The case of Swamp Land Reclamation 
District No. 3 (Grand Island, Sacramento 
county,) vs. d iaries Goldman, came up for 
trial in D epartm ent One of the Superior 
Court yesterday, but was continued until 
this m orning. Suit is brought to compel 
defendant to pay an assessment for recla­ 
m ation purposes levied twelve years ago, 
when it was decided to build levees, and a 
commission was appointed to apportion 
the expense among the land owners accord­ 
ing to the benefit to be derived. The levees 
were built, hut the next high water de­ 
stroyed them , and several of the property 
owners who had not paid their assessments 
declined to do so, claiming illegality as re­ 
gards the m anner in which it was made. 
Notwithstanding the length of time that 
has elapsed, there was a surprisingly large 
num ber of witnesses, who were parties to 
the m atter, in Court yesterday. 


F a s t T ra v e lin g .—Railroad men were 
interested in the feat accomplished by loco­ 
motive 95, engineer Adams and conductor 
Fano in charge, in conveying the Aimee 
Opera Company's baggage car from this 
city to Oakland pier in two hours and one 
minute Monday afternoon. In considering 
the rate of speed, it should be borne in 
mind that the train had to undergo the de­ 
lay oí being ferried over the Straits from 
Benicia to Port Costa, taking nearly twenty 
minutes, and she also had to stop for water 
at the latter place. 
From Davisville to E l­ 
mira a speed of over a mile a m inute was 
m aintained, and it is figured that, deduct­ 
ing stoppages, the tim e of the trip was one 
hour and thirty-five minutes, or about one 
m inute and seven seconds per mile.
